Union Votes General Walkout 
to Enforce Demands for 
Eight-Hour Day. 


PROTECTION ASKED . FOR 


Plumb and Curtis Manufacturing 
Companies Send Appeal 
to Sheriff. 


Letters, received by Sheriff Bode and 
the two Circuit Judges at Clayton, to- 
day, asked that Deputy Sheriffs be sent 
to guard the manufacturing plants of 
the Curtis & Co. Manufacturing Co. and 
the Fayette R. Plumb Co., in Wellston, 
and stated that strikes of machinists 
had been declared in both plants. 


Both the concerns named are largely 
engaged in making war munitions. It 
was learn by inquiry in the neighbor- 
hood of t plants that more than 70 
men have quit at the Curtis establish- 
ment, but that only a few men, if any, 
have left the Plumb plant. The ofii- 


cials of the ebmpanies refused to give 


any information. 

A demand for the 8-hour day, and for 
ar. increased wage scale, has been made 
on all concerns employing machinists 
here. At the Diesel Engine Co., in 
South St. Louis, 200 men are said to be 
out. 

F. M. Parmeter, secretary of the In- 
ternational Association of Machinists, 
with headquarters at $10 Chestnut street, 
said that there were more than 4000 
machinists in St. Louis. Ben F. Lamb, 
business agent of the union, said the 
qvestion of the advisability of a strike 
in the Wagner Electric Manufacturing 
Co., which employs 3650 men and which 
kas the 9-hour day and the open shop, 
had been left to a committee.

The employers 
replied that large contracts, now on 
hand, had been accepted on estimates 
based on the old wage scale, and that 
acceptance of the men’s demands would 
cause heavy loss on those contracts. 


er Piant Advocates Open Shop. 
Vr» Wagner company announced the 


“open shop”’ policy in a “shop practice” 
bcoklet which is given to all employes. 

It is stated in this booklet that the 
company is not concerned with the 
question whether or not its employes, 
belong to a union, so long as they make 
n. effort to dictate the company’s pol- 
icy, and do not become a disturbing ele- 
ment in the business. The company, it 
is stated, invites suggestions, but not 
dictation, and it will not permit either 
upion or nonunion men to make the 
union question a matter of controversy. 

The booklet establishes 54 hours as a 
week’s* work, and these hours, it is 
stated, are to be worked between 7 a.

125,600 WALK OUT 
IN GENERAL STRIKE, 
CLAIM OF LEADERS 


Say That 263,000 More Will 
Join the Car Men Tomorrow 
in New York. 


GOVERNOR ASKED TO ACT 


Is Urged to- Call Special Session 
of Legislature to Meet 
Situation. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—Union workers 
to the number of 125,600 went on strike 
today in sympathy with the striking 
traction employes, according to figures 
given out at a meeting of representatives 
of labor unions. 

These were the figures reported to the 
meeting by the union delegates, accord- 
ing to Ernest Bohm, State organizer of 
the American Federation of Labor. The 
trades which have responded to the 
strike cali, he said, are the United Gar- 
ment Workers, six building trades 
unions, the paper hangers’ union, -paint- 
ers, house wreckers and a number of 
small organizations. Bohm declared that 
263,000 more would go out tomorrow. 

The genera! strike convention amend- 
ed by representatives from the interna- 
tional unions having headquarters in 
this city, was called to order here today 
after considerable delay, by Hugh 
Frayne, State organizer of the Ameri- 
can Federation. of Labor. 

Less than 125,000 union employes re- 
sponded to the strike call, according to 
reports received at police headquarters. 
The officials said, however, that it was 
difficult to obtain an accurate estimate. 

All the breweries and beer delivery 
agencies in the Bronx were notified 
this morning that the drivers, number- 
ing about 200, will “suspend work for a 
few days,” beginning this evening. 

Brewers Expect Strike. 

The Manhattan brewers expect a strike 
of the brewery workers. Col. Jacob 
Ruppert said today that, while he had 
received no direct intimation that his 
men would go out, he believes they 
are getting ready to join the employes 
of the other breweries in “suspension of 
work.” 

Appérentiy, the feeling that the brew-. 
ery workérs and drivers will go on 
strike is general throughout Manhat- 
tan, for the brewers were overwhelmed 
today with orders for beer from saloons 
and cafes. 

The members of the unions in the 
United Hebrew trades will quit work 
tonight for the New Year holiday sea- 
son and would not report back for work 
under ordinary circumstances until next 
Monday. . Of 200,000 workers expected by 
labor leaders to go on strike, 140,000 are 
affiliated with the United Hebrew 
Trades. 

Among the organizations which have 
voted to strike today, according to those, 
directing the movement, are: Ladies’ 
garment workers, %,000; clothing work- 
ers, 40,000; painters and decorators, 
15,000; furriers, 15,000; tinsmiths, 10,000: 
butchers, 10,000; stationary firemen, 20: 
paper box makers, 7000; milliners, 6000; 
jewelry workers, 3000; brewery workers, 
6000. Total, 209,500. 

Predict More Will Quit. 

The leaders assert that in addition to 
those to quit work today they will be 
able to call out 100,000 more daily for 
the next two or three days. 

At the last moment it became known 
that T. V. O’Connor, national president 
of the Longshoremen’s Union, had de- 
cided not to call out the 45,000 members 
of that organization today. It was 
stated there was serious doubt whether 
he would ask them to take part in the 
strike at any time. ‘ 

Mayor Mitchel, whose efforts to settle 
the differences between the striking car- 
men and the transit companies have 
failed repeatedly, summoned the labor 
leaders before him as soon as he heard 
of their plans yesterday. He said he 
desired to be informed directly as tu 
what might be expected. 

After a meeting of the joint labor 
conference committee, strikers were sup- 
plied with pamphlets for distribution 
throughout the city, in which attacks 
weré made on the so-called Morgan and 
Rockefeller. interests. 

*‘Rockefeller, Morgan and their asso- 
cilates control the transit of the city 
of New York,” the pamphiets read, “‘and 
they also control the railroads, mines. 
industries and public utilities through- 
out the country, as well as most of the 
banks and nearly all the money.”’ 


Want Special Session, 
Members of the State Legislature from 


this city, who called on Gov. Whitman 
late yesterday and urged him to con- 
vene the Senate and Assembly in an 
extraordinary session to deal with the 
strike situation, submitted a draft of a 
proposed arbitration act. The Governor, 
although opposed ‘to calling the Legis- 
lature together at this time, studied the 
proposed law carefully and said he be- 
HMeved there was ‘‘room” for it on the 
statute books. 

The act outlined would provide a fine 
of $5000 and revocation of the license of 
a corporation that breaks an agreement 
to arbitrate and a fine against the union 
breaking such .an agreement where the 
public interest is affected or likely to 
be affected.

Miss Lilian Broadwell Never Re- 
gained Consciousness; Five 
Others Injured. 


Miss Lilian Broadwell, 18 years old, 
of the Floriss Apartments, 6019 Fioris- 
sant avenue, died at the city hospital at 


3:30 o’clock this morning from injuries 
received: at 11:30 last night, when an 
automobile in which she was riding: with 
two other young women and three young 
men was struck by a northbound Union 
line street car at Union avenue and Nat- 
ural Bridge road. 
The other occupants of the car were 
thrown out and injured, four of them 
seriously. They were Miss Anita Craig, 
19, also of the Flortss Apartments; Miss 
Natalic Wilkinson, 21, of 2226 Sullivan 
avenue; Edward Downey, 21, 4227 St. 
Louls avenue; Lyle Marshall, “21, 4004 St. 
Louis avenue, and George Mottaz of 
Hardin, Ill.

Never Regained Consciousness. 

Miss Broadwell’s skull was fractured. 
She did not regain consciousness after 
being taken to the hospital. Miss Craig’s 
nose was broken and her face cut and 
she has concussion of the brain. Miss 
Wilkinson was cut and bruised and suf- 
fered from shock, but her injuries are 
not serious. 

Downey has a fractured skull and in- 
ternal injuries. Marshall’s face and 
hands were cut and he has concussion 
of the brain. Mottaz was cut and 
bruised and his ‘right cuyenaed was frac- 
tured. 

Raymond Jass, the motorman, and La- 
fayette Thaw, conductor of the street 
car,, were arrested. They said they were 
going north at moderate speed and the 
automobile was going east on Natural 
Bridge road and running very fast. The 
automobile, they sald, was on the wrong 
side of the street and the driver paid no 
attention to the motorman’s warning 
gong. : 

The automobile was knocked onto the 
sidewalk and the street car was de- 
railed. 

Going Slow, Driver Says. 

At the hospital Mottaz regained con- 
sciousness long enough to tell Mrs. Fred

He said the street car carried 
a blinding searchlight which confused 
him as he approached the crossing. 

Mrs. Craig said Downey and Marshall 
had been regularly escorting her daugh- 
ter and Miss Broadwell to a dancing 
academy on Delmar boulevard. She 
had never met Miss Wilkinson and Mot- 
taz until they arrived at the apartment 
in the afitomobile with Downey and 
Marshal! about 8:30 last. night. They told 
her they would go to a picture show and 
then stop at Cicardi’s for dinner: and 
would return about midnight. 

Mottaz, at the hospital, said he had 
driven the party into St. Louls County 
and was returning home when the acci-

Louis Renard Pays $15,075 for 
Property for Playground— 
Dent Mansion Sold. 


Louis Renard of 463 Westminster 
place, wealthy president of the Renard 
Linoleum and Rug Co., purchased today, 
at the Board .of Education’s. real es- 
tate auction, the site of the old Frank- 
lin School, at the northeast.corner of | 


Seventeenth street and Ltcas avenue, |few 


which he attended as an immigrant boy, 
50 years ago, and where he learned the 
English language. 

Renard said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he made the purchase as a 
matter of sentiment, and that he in- 
tended to convert the property, which is 
now vacant, into a recreation ground for 
children, with a baseball diamond. The 
purchase price was $15,075. 

‘T came to St. Louis from Berlin, Ger- 
many, in October, 1866,’ Renard said. 
“Tl was 12 years old, and my parents 
were poor, so I knew I would have to 
go to work. But I couldn’t get a job 
until I learned English, and so I became 
a pupil in the old Franklin School I 
worked intensely to learn English, and 
by the next April I was able to get and 
hold a job as cash boy, at $2.50 a week. 
This was in George Jorgenson’s dry 
goods store at Fourth street and Lucas 
avenue.” Renard added that he later 
got a position in a house furnishing con- 
cern, and remained in that line of busi- 
ness. 

The old Dent home at 701 South 
Fourth street, where Gen. Grant and 
Julia Dent were married in 138, was 
sold to John H. Gundlach. who 
said he made the purchase merely as a 
real estate investment. He said, how- 
ever, that if the Missouri Historical So- 
ciety should wish to take over the prop- 
erty, as has been suggested, he wou'd 
be willing to sell it to’ the society ar 
what it cost him.

Sept. 27.—Attacks by Zeppelins on Lon- 
don, Boulogne and Bucharest in :

tensive aerial warfare. The favorable 
weather, in a long measure, has induced 
this aerial activity, and the Germans 
have taken full advantage of this con- 
dition to carry the war into the very 
heart of England with hitherto unknown 
severity, it is said, by super-dreadnought 
Zeppelins driven\by Scheittlanz motors. 
With America standing in the way of 
rigorous U-bodt warfare, with which 
large sections of the German people be- 
lieve England could be reached vitally, 
this energy now is being directed to- 
ward striking England from the air. The 
loss of two Zeppelins is regretted, but is 
taken as a matter of course. In navy 
circles it is declared that it is not to 
be expected that big airship fleets 
always cam escape unscathed in view 
of the constant improvement and per- 
fection of England's aerial defense sys- 
tem. 

‘That we have lost some airships is 
not strange nor surprising; that we may 
loce others is not precluded, but that 
the aerial war against England will con- 
tinue and even be intensified is certain,” 
said an official to me. 

Germany’s fleet of air cruisers is just 
commencing to grow rapidly, since the 
construction began of the new super- 
types of the Zeppelin of hitherto un- 
known dimensions, and capable of car- 
rying many tons of explosives. 

There is almost feverish dctivity in 
the airship building yards, as I had 
occasion to observe during the last few 
days. The number of men and women 
employed in airship construction now 
runs into the thousands. There are sev- 
eral school ships training Zeppelin offi- 
cers and crews for war.

After Three Months’ Effort—German 
Resistance Weaker. 


British Headquarters 
BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE, Sept. 
2%6.—The capture of Combles was one of 
the most picturesque incidents in the 
whole course of the great Somme offen- 
sive. It marked the opening of Tues- 
day’s forward surge of the British and 
French forces, which reached its climaz 
in the capture of Gueudecourt and 
Thiepval. 
All night long bitter fighting had been 
in progress at various points on the 
front and at dawn the battle broadened 
to include the whole British left. Com- 
bles fell as the sun rose on a perfect 
summer. day. Sitting in the midst of a 
heap of hills, the town was isolated yes- 
terday by the seizing of the high ground 
on either side by the French and Brit- 
ish. In the early hours of the morning 
the British took an orchard in the 
northern outskirts and then after a 
heavy preliminary shelling they chargea 
the trenches on the edge of the village. 
The trenches were empty when they 
reached them. At the same time the 
French, dashing forward on the other 
side of the village, pushed victoriously 
forward into the heart of the village. In 
the main street the soldiers of the two 
nations met and joyously shook hands, 
calling out to each other “Parlez vous” 
and “How d’ye do,"’ 
Little Defense Is Made. 
Combles had a labyrinth of dugouts 
and well-fortified cellars, but at the 
last practically no defense was made. 
Those Germans who had not managed 
to escape when the town was hopelessly 
surrounded were taken prisoner. One 
lot of Germans who were endeavoring 
to find a way through the encircling al- 
lied infantry walked into the British 
skirmishing line. The cellars and dug- 
outs of the village were full of wounded 
who found security there from the fu- 
rious fighting on the slopes and ridges. 
Having cleared Combles of any stray 
Germans, the British and French moved 
on side by side to further attacks. 
One of the most striking features of 
the fighting last night and ‘today was 
the surprisingly slight resistance of- 
fered at Morval and Combles by the 
Germans, according to all reports made 
by the British officers. The Germans 
made the usual counter attacks against 
the British new positions last night, but 
the reports of the allied officers to head- 
quarters agree that they lacked spirit. 
Some German trenches taken yesterday 
were lightly occupied or not at all. In 
other instances the allied commanders 
state that considerable bodies of Ger- 
mans threw down their rifles promptly 
as soon as the attackers approached 
their trenches, although it was known 
that they had orders to stand to the 
last. Batches of prisoners have been 
coming in from all parts of the front 
throughout the day. 
In their attack yesterday the British 


{found the strongest defense made in 


front of Gueudecourt. There the Ger- 
mans used their machine guns with the 
tenacity and unyielding courage which 
has hitherto characterized them. The | 
British resumed the attack today and 
tonight afl the village is in their pos- 
Session. Both today and-yesterday the 
Germans showed an inclination to with- 
draw their guns immediately they were 
in danger, evidently desiring to take no 
risk of losing any of their artillery. 
This sometimes leaves their troops in 
the front line unprotected by cannon fire 
and may account for the number of 
surrenders. 
Whole Line Is Pounded. 

In the meantime the British continue 
to pound the whole line with their seem- 


y ingly inexhaustible supply of shells, 


leaving the Germans in doubt as to 
what sector will be the next to be 
attacked by the infantry. The first 
warning that the Germans have that 
the British seek to gain a certain front- 
age is a sudden increase of gunfire in 
that sector to a tornado under which 
it does not seem possible that a mouse 

uld escape alive. Usually this is brief, 
_ Samet to the old fashion of artillery 
preparation, while it lasts long enough 
to enable the British infantry to rush 
from their lines to German trenches, 
while all’the German machine guns and 
rifle fire are stilled. It is amiazing how 
the co-operation of infantry and artil- 
lery has improved by the battle practice 
of the offensive. 

About midday today the British left 
had its turn in the region of Thiepval, 
at the other extreme of the battle front 
from Combles. Here the fighting line 
joins the old German front trench line 
and the Germans in their dugouts and 
galleries have fought with the skill and 
stubbornness which’ characterizes them 
in this kind of warfare. /‘They stick 
like glue to these dugouts,”’ said one 
British soldier, “because they know that 
once they are pushed back we do not 
give them time to dig any more.” 

A blackish heap of dirt on the crest 
of a ridge is ail that remains of Thiep- 
val. On the top of that heap there still 
rise a few black sticks, tree trunks sliv- 
ered and hewn by shell fire which have 
escaped being downed by a direct hit. 
On July 1 the first day of the great 
offensive, the British tried to take 
Thiepval and failed. On this height to 
the north the whole Anglo-French 
movement pivots to the bank of 
Somme. The British, in flerce little at- 
tacks now and then, have whittled and 
sapped their way toward that precious 
high ground, the capture of which ex- 
tends the German front of defense and 
endangers other German - positions. 
Hand-to-hand, bomb-to-bomb, with 
every trick of the modern trade of war, 
Germans and British have fought over 
these seamed slopes as if the war itseif 
was to be decided here. 

Today, after another effort, prac- 
tically all of the village, the whole de- 
fense and siege of which cost mor23 
thousands of lives than any in France 
is in British possession. This succesa 
is a source of greater satisfaction to 
the average British soldier than the 
taking of Combles or any other villag4 
or strong point in the nearly three 
months of continuous fighting. 

British Have Taken 419 Villages. 

Since the offensive began the British 
have taken 19 villages, and at some 
points their gains are now six miles in 
depth. Elation over today’s and yester- 
day’s work is greatest at the casualty 
clearing stations, where the red cost of 
victory is best measured. All surgeons 
report that the casualties have been sur- 
prisingly light. The weakening German 
resistance, which seems obvious to any 
spectator, is variously interpreted by 
the allied officers. Some believe that 
the Germans are merely making a rear 
guard defense of the lower ground while 
their main forces fall back to another 
prepared line of trenches stretching 
from Bapaume; others insist the unceas- 
ing hammer blows of the British and 
French are resulting in a decided soft- 
ening in the morale and fighting power 
of their opponents. The soldiers in the 
ranks do not seem to be bothered with 
such speculations. 

“Give us more weather like this and 
let us push on,’’ is the prayer alike of 
the English Tommy and the French 
Poilu.

ORA LEWIS TELLS 
OF AUTO THEFTS 


Easiest Way to Foil Robbers Is 
to Cross Spark Plug Wires, 
He Declares. 


Preventing theft of an automobile is 
the simplest thing in the world, accord- 
in# to Ora Lewis, 19-year-old auto 
thief, charged with the murder of Po- 
licemen McKenna and Dillon. In the 
first interview which the police have 
permitted him to grant since he has 
been at Police Headquarters here, Lew- 
is said today that the only thing neces- 
sary to make an automobile thief-proof 
is to cross the spark plug wires. 
Seated in Chief Allender’s office, with 
his legs crossed, smoking a cigar, Lewis 
discoursed on the business of thieving 
in the manner of a man who knows 
what he is talking about. 

In stealing automobiles, he said, the 
essential thing was the quick get-away. 
The car was usually in a conspicuous 
place. Any tinkering by the thief 
would attract attention. The tinkering 
required to straighten wires that had 
been crossed would take so much time 
that cars with crossed wires would be 
perfectly safe from thieves, he said. 


Magneto Locks No Protection. 
Chief Allender asked him whethor 


locks on the magneto switch were a 
protection. 

“Those things don’t protect the car 
at all,”” Ora said. “The magneto can 
be charged by grounding the wire or by 
compression. If the car is given a push, 
backward or forward, the gas accumu- 
lated in the cylinder will charge the 
magneto.”’ 

In answer to another question, Lewis 
said that only about one car owner ‘nr 
a hundred takes precautions against 
theft. 

Chief Allender said it had been stated 
that the Lewis brotNers’ gains from 
theft were $10,000 in a year. He aske.” 
Lewis if that was true. ‘‘Well,” said 
Lewis, ‘“‘we got big money.” 

‘“‘What was the most that you ever 
had at one time?’ 

“About $250. That was only my share, 
you understand. It was split three ways, 
between Frank, Roy and myself. Last 
Christmas we had more than $18 
apiece. Most of it was from the sale 
of stolen coppef wire. The day the two 
policemen were killed we sold a lot of 
wire to a junk dealer. My share was 
#45. Frank gave his $4 to his wife, so 
that we,only had $4 between us when 
we ran away. We had to beat our way 
on freight trains half the way to Ok. 
lahoma.”’ 

“‘How did you spend your money?’ 

**You’ve got me there. I don't know 
how it went.’’ 

Chief Allender suggested that a good 
deal might have been spent on two 
circus girls at Kansas City and on 
other girls. ‘‘Well, I guess they did 
get a good deal of it,’’ Lewis said. ‘‘Now 
and then we lived pretty good. We 
never denied ourselves anything.’’ 

Lewis said he and his brothers had 
stolen about 25 automobiles. They sold 
none of them, using them for stealing 
cepper wire and extra tires from other 
machines, which they sold. 


Writ for Lewis Denied. 

Judge Grimm today refused to issue a 
habeas corpus writ to take Lewis out 
of the custod# of the police. He said 
Lewis would properly be in the custody 
of the police until the Sheriff saw fit 
to demand that he be turned over to 
him. Lewis’ lawyer said that if the 


néon he would ask for a mandamus 
writ to compel him to do so. 

Lewis was in court when the ruling 
was made. About 100 persons sought 
admission to the courtroom, but only a. 
few were admitted by deputy Sheriffs.

Quebee Asylum Destroyed by Fire. 
QUEBEC, Sept. 27.~The Beaumont 
home for children and aged .persons at 
Lauson was destroyed by fire @arly to- 
day with a loss of $50,000. The 200 fn- 
mates were safely rescued. 
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Elmore McNeill Bostwick of 68 Vande- 
venter place, son of the Public Libra- 
rian, has returned to St. Louis after 
six months of driving a hospital ambu- 
lance over the shell-shattered roads be- 
hind the battle lines in France. To @ 
Post-Dispatch reporter today he dé- 
scribed his work of carrying wounded 
soldiers from the trenches at Verdun to 
the hospitals in the rear. At noon he 
spoke on the same subject at the City 
Club luncheon, . 

Half of the wounded he picked up and 
started back with in the first two weeks 
of the great German offensive at Ver- 
dun died before he could get them to @ 
hospital, Bostwick said. He had just 
arrived in France, when, on Feb. 2%, 
the Germans directed against the French 
at Verdun the most terrific shell fire the 
war had known up to that time. This 
was followed by smashing infantry at- 


[tacks which the French withstood only 


by the greatest sacrifices. 

Fresh from Yale, where he had stopped 
his course at midyear, Bostwick, 24 
years old, was hurried to the Verdun 
sector and given an ambulance to drive. 
For 14 days he was at the wheel an 


ae 


average of 19 hours a day, threading his 
way through darkness and light over 
roads which were the picked objectives 
of the German batteries, Shells fell all 
around him, tearing holes in the road, 
fragments sometimes hitting and dam- 
aging his ambulance. 
Scenes Worst at Verdul. . 

He explained that the horrible scenes 
of battle described in his letters home, 
which were published tn the Post-Dis- 
patch, were observed in his first few 
days at Verdun, although the censorship 
required that when writing he should 
not mention names or places. After 
“erdun he saw service on the Somme and 
at Fleury, but this was unexciting by 
comparison, the great Anglo-French 
drive not having started at that time. 

“At the beginning of the Verdun st- 
tack,’’ Bostwick said, “the French were 
pressed to the utmost to hold again-«* 
the powerful German army. The com. 
manders had.to raise their fighting 
force from about 200,000 to 1,000,000, and 
for two weeks things were considerably 
disorganized. It was cold, with snow 
on the ground, and food was short. The 
pounding of the German guns and the 
vicious attacks on the French trench- 
filled the medical posts with wounded. 
Our cars had to be in constant service, 
running #4 hours a day. At first we dil 
not have enough drivers, so that each 
man often had to remain on duty 19 or 
20 hours. 

“The French had to counter attack. 
Sometimes 3000 men would charge a 
German trench and 1000 or more wonld 
be killed or wounded. In those days of 
intensely bitter battles it was hard to 
get the wounded out. Those who were 
able would crawl back to the French 
trenches. The others laid on the shel'- 
raked fields waiting to be rescued, and 
often died before help came, 

“The stretcher carriers bravely did the 
best they could, but they were not per 
mitted to risk their own lives in al- 
most certain death. If shell fire kept 
them all day from getting the wounded 
in front of their trenches, they would 
dart out at night, quickly loop a rope 
around the body of a wounded man an:! 
from the shelter of the trench draw him 
in. Many were saved this way. 

Many American Cars. 

“All wounded were first treated at 
medical posts maintained in the com: 
municating trenches. They were then 
sent back to the trench entrances, 
where our ambulances called for them. 
We would haul from four to 10 men at 
a time, according to the size of the am- 
bulance. Many of the ambulances were 
Fords, some were Packards and others 
were French cars.” 

Bostwick said the ambulance base at 
Verdun was at Recicourt, five miles 
beck of the battle grounds. It was with- 
in range of the German guns and big 
shells often passed over it, falling in 
the villages beyond. 

Bostwick explained how the site of the 
ambtlance base was ingeniously selected 
to protect it. It was at the foot of a 
steep hill which caught most of the 
shells aimed at the military headquar- 
ters adjoining the ambulance base. 
Shells with trajectory enough to carry 
them over-this hill could not fall on 
the ambulance base, but went many 
yards beyond it. 

‘The aeroplanes found us, though,”’ 
Bostwick said, ‘‘and tried to drop bombs 
on us. That was very annoying but 
net so dangerous, as the bombs seldom 
fell close to us. 

“We got so we did not mind cra

of exploding shells. The ‘big ones fell 
all around and exploded with dull roars, 
but we did not mind. What was al- 
most unbearable was the racket of the 
French batteriés firing close at hand. 
Sometimes, as I drove-along a road a 
battery of 75s, hidden on a high bank 
of the road, would begin firing, the 
shells passing over my head. It was a 
deafening, minful sound—the crack of 
a rifle magnified a million times.’’ 

Bostwick said the ambulance drivers 
and stretcher carriers treated French 
and German wounded alike, except that 
the latter were considered prisoners. He 
also believed the Germans showed equal 
regard for French wounded which fell 
into their hands. He said that after 
the worst of Verdun was over, the 
greater number of wounded carried 
back recovered. Many of the wounds 
were from shell fragments and shrap- 
ne’ bullets, and were not very danger- 
ous if promptly treated. 

Bostwick said he ‘was cited for decora- 
tion with the croix de vuerre, or cross 
o* war, for untiring bravery on behalf 
of the wounded soldiers. He has not 
yet received the medal. While at the 
front he wore a service uniform of 
khaki, similar: to the British officer's 
uniform. He was a member of the 
Harjes Ambulance Corps, organized by 
the Paris representative of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., which contained several other 
Americans.

SPEECH DISCUSSES 
STATE'S FINANCES 


— | 


Declares That Money Which 
Gordon Says Is in Treasury 
Is All in Special Funds. 


By GEORGE W. EADS. 
A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


COLUMBIA, Moc., Sept. 27.—Here at 
the seat of the Missouri University, 
former Judge Henry Lamm, Republican 
candidate for Governor, in his speech 
at the courthouse last night, drove 
home the fact that State finances ar? 
in such a deplorable condition that the 
curators of the university have beer 
compelled to borrow money to run the 
institution. 

“I challenge any member of the Dem- 
ocratic administration at Jefferson City | 
to deny that the State now owes the! 
great Missouri University more than, 
$151,000, and that the State has been 
compelled to borrow this amount of 
money, on which the taxpayers are 
having to pay interest,” Judge Lamm ' 
said. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
learned in Columbia that the State Gov- 
ernment would be more than $200,000 
behind with the university by Jan. 1. 
The method by which the university | 
being financed now is this: the curators | 
issue the warrants, in the usual way. 
and these warrants are sent to Jeffer 
son City, where there is no money to 
pay them. They are then taken by the 
treasurer of the university, a Columbia 
banker, who either lends the university 
the money on the warrants. from his 
own bank, or obtains the money on the 
warrants from St. Louis trust com- 
panies. 

Normal School Teachers Unpaid. 

The reporter learned in Kirksville and 
Springfieid that the two normal schools 
in those cities are not so fortunate 2s 
the university and that the teachers of 
neither school have received a cent of 
salary for more than two months. 

Judge Lamm was greeted by an audi- 
ence that filled the courtroom and all 
the halls and anterooms leading to it. 
He spoke yesterday afternoon at Cen- 
tralia, a Democratic stronghold, to an 
audience of 250;persons. There are only 
75 Republicans in Centralia, a town of 
more than 2000 population. 

“We are told by the State Auditor in 
his speeches that there is $4,000,000 or 
$5,000,000 in the State Treasury,’ Judge 
Lamm said here. ‘‘Now, tnere ts no 
denial of the fact that there are certain 
special funds in the State Treasury, such 
as money raised by bond issue for build- 
ing the State Capitol, for the payment 
of interest and other permanent funds. 
But there is not a dollar in the general 
revenue fund, from which the ru 
expenses of the State must be paid, 

“Does the Democratic adminis 
claim that it has money tin the fevenue 
fund? Does Auditor Gordon, who is 
running for re-election, say that? If 
the money is there, why does the State 
not pay what it owes tne university? 
Why doesn’t it pay the salaries of the 
normal teachers? Why does it not pay 
the $150,000 or $200,000 1t owes to the 
Confederate veterans on their pension 
claims? Why does it nor pay its share 
of the criminal court costs in every 
county in the State” 

“The fact of the matter is the State 

‘busted.’ It was ‘busted’ so com- 
pletely that the State officials reached 
out their arms and took $334,000 out of 
the- public school fund—took it away 
from the little children of this State and 
returned it only when compelled to do 
so by the Supremé Court.”’ 

Judge Lamm charged that the State, 
owing to the extravagances of the Major 
administration, will be more than $2,- 
000,000 behind by next January, 

Quotes Indorsement of Major. 

Judge Lamm. in the two speeches ir

In a speech here last night the Re- 
publican nominee challenged the admin- 
istration to deny his charge that John 
Lind was authorized by President Wil- 
son in 1914 to say to “‘the Minister from 
a foreign Power in Mexico” that Huer- 
ta would be “put out” of the presidency 
of Mexico if he did not voluntarily get 
out. 

In the same speech, Mr. Hughes laud- 
ed Myron T. Herrick, sitting on the plat- 
form with him, for the manner in which 
he discharged the duties of Ambassa- 
dor to France in the y days of the 
war and declared that the appointment 
of a man to succeed Mr. Herrick “in 
a time of great emergency” would “ever 
remain a blot upon the present admin- 
istration.” | 

The speech here was the last of eight 
delivered during the day. Among them 
was an address at Toledo before em- 
ployes of a large automobile _ plant, 
during which a number of workmen he 
addressed cheered repeatedly for Wil- 
son. This meeting closed with a volley 
of questions from the edge of the crowd 
prompted by his attack on the adminis- 
tration for the Adamson law and by 
uncomplimentary reference to the nom- 
inee himself. 

Asked About Hat Case. 

“What about the Danbury hatters’ 
case?"’ was the chief question. One man 
started it. others took it up and when 
the nominee closed his speech the words 
were echoed by many voices. Mr. 
Hughes heard the commotion and think- 
ing that it came from men on the edge 
of the crowd that had not heard his 
reference to the Adamson law, said: 

“If you will tell my friends over there 
what I have said I think they will un- 
derstand my views.” 

Mr. Hughes’ challenge to the adminis- 
tration was part of attack on the admin- 
istration for its Mexican policy. 

“We cannot maintain our just in- 
fluence on this hemisphere in connection 
with our sister republic unless we are 
correct in our internafional attitude 
and careful and correct in our interna- 
tional policy,” he said. ‘‘That ‘s° the 
deplorable thing about the conduct vf 
our affairs in Mexico. We have fol 
lowed no intelligible policy. We have 
not justified ourselves to those ac- 
quainted with international law. We 
‘have not satisfied our ideals. We have 
not won the friendship, but rather lost 
the friendship of those ‘who are in the 
sister republic of Mexico torn by dis. 
turbance. 

“Only the other day we had a very 
clear statement of the principle that 
should govern us in this matter and In 
similar matters. It is a statement which 
comes from the head of the administr:- 
tion and it Is very clearly put. 

“It says. referring to Mexico: ‘We 
have professed to believe that every na- 
tion, every people, has the right to or- 
der its own institutions as it will, and 
we must live up to the profession ‘n 
our actions in absolute good faith.’ 
That is the principle, I deeply regr-i 
that that principle was not followed. 


Brings Up Lind Case. 

“[ have here the statement of the 
policy of the administration as it was 
set forth in the early part of April, 
1914. John Lind was authorized to make 
this statement to a Minister represent- 
ing a foreign Power in Mexico: ‘Huerta 
will be put out if he does not get out. 
That it is the preference of the Presi- 
dent that it be accomplished by domes 
tic means if possible, but if it cannot 
be done by domestic means, other 
means adequate for the purpose will be 
resorted to.’ 

“That is a declaration of persona! war 
upon Huerta to be carried to the con- 
clusion of elimination, despite the state- 
ments that we have made and the rep- 
resentations that we were to recognize 
the sovereignty of Mexico and not at- 
tempt to interfere in the conduct of her 
affairs. : 

‘“‘Now, I referred to this the other 
night, and a leading organ in New York 
City, which is.a very strong supporter 
of the administration, at once inquired 
through its representatives whether or 
not that statement would, be denied. 
According to the report in this news- 
paper in New York, it was said that the 
charge would be answered by the Secrc- 
tary of War, perhaps, or by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy.

Boundary When War Ends, 
Philip Scheidemann Says. 
BERLIN, via London, Sept. 27.—A 
significant paragraph discussing peace 
conditions appears in the speech deliv- 
ered at the recent Socialist conference 
by Pihlip Scheidemann, former First 
Vice President of the Reichstag. The 
speech was published here — in 

full. 

While strongly emphasizing the fact 
that Socialists are opposed to a policy 
of annexation, the Socialist leader ad- 
mits that it is impossible to expect that 
the war will leave all the border un- 
changed. 

“Shall we insist,’’ he said, ‘“‘that Po- 
land must remain absolutely Russian 
even if there is a possibility of making 
her free and independent? That would 
ill become us as Socialists. In peace 
negotiations there will be deliberations 
about the Balkans, Western Asia, Afri- 
ca and probably about the readjust- 
ments of power over the entire world. 
Can we therefore demand that every- 
thing under all circumstances remain 
just as before the war? Agreements 
for making changes can be acceptable 
at least to us provided they do not cre- 
ate anger or new wars or do violence 
to any foreign people.’’
